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be to inflict upon our readers an almost endless series of records 
as devoid of variety, except in the names of President: and 
Generals, and as full of murder, devastation, and robbery a3 
ean be found in the annals of Ireland seven centuries ago, The 
number of violent revolutions through which Mexico has passed 
since she so proudly proclaimed her independence of Spain has 
undermined all public respect for law and order, and there is 
ecarcely an excess of legitimate authority of which Governments 
ean be guilty which every Mexican Government has not been 
able to plead the sanction and example of #s predecessors for 
embodying in its own policy. 

It was not, in the nature of things, to be expected that this 
internal turmoil could be long protracted without shaking the 
interests of foreign residents, This, however, in itself would 
have furnished no legitimate ground of complaint on the part 
of Governments whose subjects had suffered injary. Men whose 
commercial enterprises take them to other lands must make up 
their minds to endure as patiently as may be the inconvexiences 
to which they are exposed, in common with the inhabitants, by 
political confusion, Where life is utterly unsafe and property is 
exposed to the raids of freebooters, in spite of the efforts of the 
Executive to protect them, it is hardly to‘be anticipated tha 
adventurous foreign traders should have & claim upon their 
Governments to shield them from the consequences of their own 
thirst for gain, or to avenge for them the losses which their own 
temerity may provoke, But, with that audacity which seems 
to be the common characteristic of Transatlantic Republics, 
Mexican Governments of every, party have been foremost in 
pillaging, insulting, threatening, and even taking the lives of 
foreign residents, - No ihternational obligations have been 
allowed to stand in the way of the President for the time being, 
or of his creatures, Europeans have been mercilessly fleeced, 
as such, by forced loans. ° Consuls haye been ill-treated, and 
their national archives ransacked. - Promises have been made 
but to, be broken, Solemn stipulations have been recklessly 
violated, and at length, under the seeming connivance of the 
party in power, the design was openly entertained of riddiag 
the country of all foreign residents, and, of course, of confiscating 
aud appropriating all their property within reach. Several 
causes contributed to indispose the leading European Powers to 
call Mexico to account, The extreme jealousy of the United 
States of any interference with the affairs of the New by the 
Powers of the Old World—the matual distrust by the latter of 
each ether’s ultimate designs—the fear lest some complication 
ef practical policy in the Western Hemisphere might eventuate 
in hostilities in the Fastérn, and the expense of reducing 
Mexican anarchy,. prevailed to lengthen out the patient 
endurance of European Governments, Outrage became at last 
intolerable, at least in the judgment of the allies, and, after 
considerable negotiation, England, France, and Spain agreed 
to a convention by which they pledged themselves to united 
action for the purpose of wringing sasisfaction and redress 

’ from the lawless Republic, ; 

Any one of the allied Powers could have reduced Mexico to 
reason with the utmost ease ; but it seems to have been thought 
that any one of them operating singly might turn success to a 
selfish account, The convention, therefore, must be regarded as 
a document intended to impose restraint upon the assailants, 
andn ot made necessary by the strength of the assailed. Each of 
the contracting Governments renounces all intention of per- 
marent conquest, and the redress that they seek they engage to 
seek in common, and nct separately, or at each other's expense, 
Spain has been somewhat suspiciously eager for the fray, Her 
forces were first on the scene of action, and the port of Vera 
Croz and the fortress of San Juan d’Olloa are already in the 
cecupation of the allies, Mexican Generals, however, although 
capable of surrendering strongholds without a blow, are equally 
capable of offering a show of desperate resistance where it is 
plainly of no avail, The latest intelligence prepares us to expect 
that intestine feuds will be momentarily buried, and exhausted 
Mexico will defy the arms of the three allied Powers, Soaffairs 
stood when information from that quarter was last dispatched. 

Meanwhile, however, a novel aspect of the case has turned up 
for discussion. The design seems to have been somewhere 
entertained of putting an end to Mexican confusion by con- 
verting the Republic into a Monarchy, and placing the Archduke 
Maximilian, of the house of Austria, on the throne, Happily, as 
we think, the conditions laid down by this illustrious scion of 
an Imperial house as indispensable to his acceptance of the 
honour are such as will be found impracticable. Not that we 
regard Monarchy as an institution wholly unsuited to Mexico, 
especially in her present state, nor that we associate with the 
Austrian Archduke all the faithlessness which has characterised 
the family of which he is a member. Had the project originated 
in Mexico, or received the undoubted sanction of the nation, we 
can well believe that it might have eventuated in a permanent 
settlement of Mexican affairs, and a rapid development of the 
unbounded resources of that splendid territory. But for any 
such arrangement to have been the outcome of European 
intrigue, aiming at not so much what is thought best for 
Mexico, but what may be most convenient for European 


diplomacy, would be fatal to its success, Royalty forced upon 


the people of Mexico might possibly overawe them, but would 
not engage their hearty allegiance ; and one can easily imagine 
what would be the inevitable fate of the new kingdom in the 
eourre of a few years, whether the Confederate States of 
America establish their independence or whether the United 
States be again restored to an unbroken Federation. Mexican 
institutions must represent Mexican sentiments, or the country 
will inevitably and speedily be absorbed by her powerfal and 
anti-monarchic neighbour. . 

We are willing to hope the best, We wait with patience the 
unfolding of the ulterior object and plans of the allies, if they 
have any. We put great confidence in the moderation and 


sagacity of Earl Ruseell, her Majesty's Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, We trust to pending Parliamentary 





discussions for chalking out the policy of this country in a 
matter beset with difficulties, whether immediate or to come ; 
but we cannot forbear expressing our most fervent hope 
that the Government of the United Kingdom, after having 
successfully established the doctrine of non-intervention in 
Europe, and thereby immensely simplified international 
diplomacy and obligations, will not suffer itself to be sedaced by 
disinterested and benevolent intentions into making the New 


World the focus for the intrigues of the Old, or into any attempt _ 


to arrange and maintaina “balance of power” on a continent 
which no interposition of ours will help to make either happy, 
orderly, or free, By meddling with Transatlantic politics we shall 
only unseal a new source of discordance, war, debt, taxation, 
and misery.

THE BURNSIDE EXPEDITION, 

This expedition, consisting of 125 vessels of all classes, started from 
Hampton Roads, in Chesapeake Bay, on the 11th and 12th ult, 
Encountering heavy fogs and severe storms, they did not arrive at 
Hatteras until the 15th. The screw-steamer New York ran on the 
‘bar at the entrance to the harbour and soon became a total wreck, 
All hands were saved ; but her cargo, consisting of 200,000 dols. worth 
of powder, rifles, and bombs, was totally lost. The gun-boat Zouave 
and the steamer Pocahontas were also wrecked near the lighthouse, 
Ninety. valuable horses belonging to the Rhode Island Bat had to 
be. thrown overboard. . Several tow-boats, and schooners with 
provisions, were wrecked. No lives were lést except’ those ‘of the 
colonel. and s' of a New Jersey regiment and a mate, throngh 
the swamping of a life-boat, .Up to the 26th ult.

THE FEDERAL VICTORY IN SOUTHERN KENTUCKY, 

General Thomas's official report of the battle at Mill Spring has 
been published. The affair was as decisive as the first reports 
rented it to be, A war mdent thus describes the manner in 
which the Confederate General Zollicoffer met his death :— 

At the point of the V died General Z. He fell nearer our camp than any 
other man of his army. He was with Battle's regiment, his cwn home friends, 
born and brought up around him at Nashville.

Z. said, “ Colonel, you would not fire upon your friends; would you?” C

own officers, and at once replied, “ Certainly not, Sir; I have no such inten- 
tion.”

THE ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS. 


LONDON, SATURDAY, FEBRUARY 15, 1862, 














THE proceedings in Parliament have as yet had little of interest. 
The orations on the opening evening were chiefly addressed to 
the one melancholy topic with a reference to which the Royal 
Speech began. These orations—we use the word designedly, 
for the speakers had evidently studied the manner as well as 
the matter of their disconrse—were worthy of the theme, and it 
falls to the lot of few men to have such garlands hung upon 
the “ marble hearse.” Lord Derby's tribute to the memory of 
the departed Prince was, perhaps, the most eloquent, and Mr, 
Disraeli’s was most marked by classical felicity of expression ; 
while the honest warmth of Lord Palmerston’s words spoke 
his perfect sincerity. In the reply to the Address from the 
House of Lords her Majesty used a touching phrase—the Queen 
alluded to her sorrow as one “that bowed her tothe earth.” It 
may be fitting to mention here that there appears to be an 
intention to throw upon the fovereign the responsibility of

absorbed in the realities of grief to be able to give considera- 
tion to the artistic question as to the way in which honour and 
regret should be symbolised, it certainly seems to us that it 
is the feeling of the nation, and not that of the chief 
mourner, that has to be expressed in the monument, Nor is 
it well to evade a difficulty and a responsibility by transferring 
the sacred duty, A golden opportunity offers itself for redeem- 
ing the character of England in regard to memorials, and this it 
is proposed to set aside ; 80 that, in the possible event of art 
failing to do all that is expected, an obvious but not very 
honourable excuse will suggest itself, The raising this memo- 
rial, we repeat, is the business of those who very properly
